How Americans Forced Huns 


to Raise White Flag After 


Crossing the Ourcq 


Enemy Fired on Yankees Af- 


ter Pulling Up White Flag 
—Dearly Paid Treachery 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON 


THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT. Mon- 
day, July 29—(By the Associated Press) 
—The crossing of the Ourcq river was 
effected by the Americans on Sunday, 
in brilliant style in the face of great 
difficulties, the Germans having de- 
stroyed the bridges and placed their 
artillery and machine guns in advan- 
tageous positions to resist attempts at 
a passage. 


The Franco-American forces had 


planned to cross the Ourcq before day- 
light on Sunday, but the German heavy 
artillery held the slopes leading to the 
river under fire, which continued all 
nigh't, but as often were held back by 
the fire of the enemy machine guns 
and heavier pieces. 
During one of the lulls In the Ger- 


man firing, Captain Allen 
Huff, 
of 
Omaha, Neb., worked his men up to 
the center of a field, the slopes of which 
led to the Ourcq. Just then the Ger- 
mans resumed their fire in full force. 
Immediately Huff and his men dug in 
and held on where - they were until 
daylight 
~~ 
Meanwhile the German artillery had 
been quieted somewhat by the heavier 
artillery of the allies 
carrying out 
counter-battery work. 
Choosing an 


opportune moment, Huff's men dashed 


' to the river, jumped in with a splash 
and waded across, cheering as they 


WCorporal Chris Berthelsen, of Sioux 
City was among the men of the first 
wave to cross the river. They imme- 
diately went after the machine guns 
on a hill on the north bank of the 
Ourcq. The fire which they opened on 
the enemy nest at this point was so 
intense that the Germans raised a 
white flag. Anticipating a nice bag of 
prisoners, the Americans rushed up, 
only to be fired upon again by the 
enemy with machine guns 
Then the 
Americans let loose the full weight of 
their fire against the Germans, who 
again raised'the white flag. Twelve 
Germans were killed and nine captured 
In this little operation.

NEW YORK, July 30.—An increase 


to the consumer of one cent a pound 
in the price of sugar, IB indicated in a 
statement issued here today by George

government. Sugar authorities of the 
!uban and United States governments 
will meet in Washington next week to 
decide on the 1919 price.

crease the cost of production of the 
1919 crop. He said that the Internat- 
ional Sugar committee recognized the 
need of meeting this higher cost 
which the Cuban conferees declared 
would exceed one-half a cent a pound.

Unofficial advices state that there are 71 Teuton divisions engaged 


n this struggle. The strength of a German division is about 13,500 on a 
normal footing, so that if all the units resisting the allies north of the 
tfarne have been kept up to standard, there are 958,500 men trying to 
lold the line until the situation is relieved. Ten of these divisions have 
jeen drawn from Crown Prince Rupprecht's army in the north. 
The 


3erman crown prince had in the neighborhood of 500,000 men between 
Bheims and Chateau-Thierry when the attack across the Marne began on 
July 15.

ADVANCES FOR

On the other end of the battle line, there have been sharp engage- 


ments but reports credit the allies with making an advance at Aubilly 
in the Ardre valley, west of Rheims. 
They have also forged aheac 


farther down toward the bottom of the pocket at Villers-Agron-Aiguizy 


It is not believed in London that the enemy intends to make a rea, 


stand south of the Vesla river. Paris, on the other hand, seems to be- 
lieve that the Germans may have fixed upon the present location of their 
armies as the field upon which they will turn at bay. 


In the south the east and the west 


—in fact everywhere except In the im- 
mediate environs of Soissons 
and 


Rheims, Americans and British 
are 


forcing the Germans to give ground. 
Especially Important has been the al- 
lied progress on the flanks. 
Vicious counter attacks with large 


forces and violent artillery and ma- 
chine gun flre mark the German efforts 
to stop the advance, but it was been 
held up only temporarily at several 
points. The base of the pocket is 
almost straight except for a jagged 
salient south of Ville-en-Tardenois.

Frank Lacross, fireman, had a mirac- 


ulous escape from injury yesterday af- 
ternoon when at 5.10 o'clock the Boston 
and Maine bridge over Hale's brook 
under Track 6 collapsed under 
the 


weight of the locomotive, in which he 
was at the throttle, vthe engineer, Ed- 
ward Bean, having dropped off to ge 
a jug of water for the fireman and him- 
self. The engine took a "nose dive' 
into the brook, grazing the old Home 
Coal Co.'s trestle as it fell, and buried 
the cow catcher about six feet deep 
in the mud, while the tender hung sus- 
pended in the air. held up by the 
freight cars to which it had 
been 


coupled. 
The locomotive, which was a large 
Boston and Maine "shifter," No. 251 
had backed onto the bridge for the pur- 
pose of "spotting" one of its cars, tha 
is, moving it into such a position that 
the door of the car would open Into 
the open doorway of'another dar on 
an adjacent track; but before the en- 
gine had quite come to a stop, the 
bridge had given way. 
Lacross was unable to get clear o 
the cab as it fell, but luckily suffered 
no injuries, with the exception of a fev 
scratches on one arm, and surprised 
the onlookers by climbing out of th 
right-hand window of the 
smashec 
cab, back onto terra 'firma. All who 
viewed the accident are unanimous in 
expressing the opinion that the en- 
gineer's going for a drink of water savet 
his life, as had he not done so. he would 
have been on the left-hand side of the 
cab doing the fireman's work, and in 
all probability would have been crush- 
ed to death. 
When it became evident that tha 


flr« in the firebox was likely to damage 
the engine and surroundings, an alarm 
was turned in from box 35, and the 
fir* department arrived and made short 
work of the blaze. The alarm 
v 
sounded at 6.15. 


7.46 saw a wrecking crow, which hac 


arrived from Boston, begin its work 
of salvage, but their efforts-.were not 
successful until late this afternoon

Captain Tardieu said: "The first

The part, taken by 
your soldiers is well known in France. 
The soldiers of the American divisions 
which on the morning of July 18 gained 
ix kilometres have shown themselves 
to 'be the equal of the best French 
iroops. Your rank and file, officers and 
staffs, are deserving o£ the same praise. 
"Everyone at the front, including the 


enemy, knows well what the American 
army is worth and what new power 
will be let loose in' the course of the 
next few weeks under the- folds of the 
Star. Spangled Banner. 
Dark Hours Are Over . 


"The war is not over - yet. 
Hard 


months are ahead of us,' but we have 
already taken the initiative. As far as 
numbers go, the- critical times are over 
with us. Under the strong leadership 
of a chief, .who is worthy of France— 
Premier Clemenceau—we have held our 
ground. Today after some'time on the 
defensive, the time for a victorious 
attack has come and the dark hours 
are over; ' 


"While greeting the completion of the 


first million American troops in France, 
we have greeted the first success. In 
common with you Americans we and our 
gallant allies are standing ready for the 
supreme effort. 
The faith which is 


Inspiring us will not falter." 


William G. Sharp, the American am- 
bassador, in response, said: "American 
soldiers could not help being brave af- 


ter such examples of magnificent cour- 
age as displayed by the French troops. 
The first million is here; Another mil- 
lion will follow and as many millions 
as are necessary- to bring the cause of 
democracy to victorious peace. Only 
the other day Premier Clemenceau, the 
grand old man of France, said to me: 
" 'I have a reproach to make to you.

they did in the early days of the fight- 
ings from that fearful scourge of bac- 
teria which sets in almost immediate- 
ly after the wound is suffered and 
spreads through the veins until death 
becomes a thing most desired. 
The discoverer of the germ, which 
causes scaseous gangrene, is Dr. W. H- 
Welch of Johns Hopkins University, 
now for the past year a colonel in the 
U. S- medical service. 
Colonel Welch 
insists, however, that the horse bo 
given ample credit. 
"By inoculating- an animal with the 
bacilli of gangrene," , he 
explained,

Here for 82 Families at a 


Standstill 


Next Move Must Come From 


Offices of the Housing Bu- 
reau at Washington 


If the 82 Lowell families who may be 


anticipating holding a house warming 
before Christmas in one of the houses 
the federal housing bureau's represen- 
tatives promised the city government 
were eoon to be built on the tract of 
land in Belvidere, bounded by Rogers, 
Perry and Alton streets and 
High

street 
extension 
and Park 
avenue, 


on the part of sundry lawyers, archi- 
tects, government officials at Washing- 
ton and most important of all, 
the 


hundreds of Lowell mechanic - neces- 
sary to speedily build this small vil- 
lage of 82 houses. 
. ' 


•Lowell: contractors say Uncle 
Sam 
heed go no farther than this city 
to

rocure skilled mechanics io build his 
ouses and that the name of Uncle 
Sam should speedily hasten shipments 
of lumber and other materials to this 
city, necessary to build the houses. -A 
number of weeks ago a group of Low- 
el' contractors, representing all their 
guild, went to Washington to urge the 
employment of Lowell men in 
the 
building 
of governmental subsidized 
buildings here. The housing bureau of 
the U. S. department of labor gave this 
committee a hearing in Washington. 
On its return to Lowell this commit- 
tee reported that the housing author- 
ities at Washington at that time were 
evidently not certain of their ground 
and their plans were but slightly ad- 
vanced. 
With the visit of Washington 
men 
to Lowell last Friday, however, things 
appear in a different aspect. 
A mem- 
ber of the contractor's delegation which 
visited Washington 
was seen 
today 


and was asked if sufficient mechanics 
were 
available here to build these 
houses and having his attention called 


" to the number^ of mechanics engaged 
In shipbuilding, said:

- "Lowell can do anything "hat any 
other city can do. 
If contracts 
are 
sent here by the government and ac- 
cepted by Lowell contractors, they will 
be filled and houses built. The, con- 
tractors will guarantee they can get 
mechanics enough of all kinds to put 
this work through and they may break 
some records at that." 
At 
the present time the 
housing 


bureau has a legal representative here, 
•who 
received his 
appointment 
by 
telephone from the Washington offices 
of 
the 
housing bureau, last 
week. 
Pending his receiving his credentials 
and officially 
inscribed appointment, 
this attorney declines to allow use of 
his name in print. The U. S. govern- 
ment spending at least a million and 
probably 
more 
money, in this 
city 
building 
houses, 
will 
require 
that 
this attorney thoroughly examine and 
certify title to all land purchased by 
the government on which to 
build 
these houses. It is to be a task of 
considerable magnitude. 
The U. S. government at the .present 
time also has appointed a Lowell man 
Its local architect. This man states 
he is not preparing plans 
for 
the 
houses announced last week. It is not 
Improbable that 
the housing bureau 
might send plans here to be turned 
over to this architect and he 
ably award contracts to all 


Lo\v«l contractors who were willing 
to 
work for the 
government. The 
government usually asks the con- 
tractors to do the work.aC cost pl»s 
an agreed percentage of proflt. The 
supervising architect here In Lowell 
is at present preparing plans for gov. 
eminent Rouses which he will submit 
to the housing .bureau at Washington. 
If they are accepted, he does not know 
in what place they will be built. 


Appraisal of 


The first step in the erection of 


houses for the government of course 
would be the securing of an appraisal 
of the land on which the government 
wishes to build. Different government 
experts and realtors employed by the 
government have visited 'Lowell, a'ft- 
erward turning in a list of plots on 
which they believed it advisable 
to 
build houses. At the present time no 
less than 5 different committees made 
up of Lowell men, 
have been given 
lists and asked to appraise parcels of 
land on the lists. 
The housing: bureau will have five 
sets of appraisals. It'is possible 
it 
thus intends to strike an average from 
tjic five sets of figures. Having 
ar-* 
rived at a figure it considers equitable, 
the housing bureau may submit it 
to 
the land owner. If the land owner ac- 
cepts, the Lowell legal representative 
of 
the bureau at once starts title 
probe. The owner 
failing to accept 
the government's offer, this same legal 
representative must start the process 
of acquiring the land according to the 
powers with which congress endowed 
the U. S. department of labor In this 
matter, the owner too having the right 
to defend his claims in the courts just 
as if he were at issue with a citizen 
buyer. 
As regards the plot in Belvidere on 
which the houses will be built, 
the 
Lowell 
legal 
representative of 
the 
housing bureau says he has not 
yet 
been ordered to act. He may receive 
orders to start searching the title to 
the 65 lots, owned' by three persons, at 
any time now. This 
would indicate 
immediate activity and the breaking 
of ground for the houses to take place 
very 
soon. Lowell 
contractors 
are 
optimistic 
that if the 
government's 
men will get going somewhat faster 
for their part, than has been the case 
for the past seven weeks,. and do the 
things which only they can do, these 
houses may be erected and made ready 
for occupancy before the cold weather 
sets in. 
1 Most Lowell citizens are inclined to 
give board of trade credit for securing 
the allotment of a million dollars for 
relieving the bad . housing conditions 
in this city. Sixty million dollars was 
appropriated by congress, the Lowell 
Board of Trade knew, -and it imme- 
diately made such business like repre- 
sentations before the department of 
labor 
at 
Washington,.. that experts 
were sent here to survey Lowell. 
On 
five different occasions such commit- 
tees and experts have visited Lowell 
and have been patiently and hospitably 
entertained by the board of trade.

WE TURN THE TIDE 
OF WAR 


Whether the Germans will evacuate the salient in which they are 


i now being pounded is yet uncertain. 
From the expressions of certain 


,! German leaders it would seem that they are going to make a stand some- 


* where against the allied offensive, confident of their ability to extricate 


themselves in spite of the allied pressure on three sides and then estab- 


' lish a new front. 
The German wings are well defended. 


' 
Perhaps this decision to make a stand would please General Foch as 


well as any other the enemy can adopt. It would give the allies an oppor- 
tunity either to complete the turning movement so well started and cap- 
ture part of the crown prince's army, or else to inflict more severe losses 
than might be possible in a precipitate retreat defended only by rear 
guard actions. 


But it already appears quite certain that the allies have defeated the 


. German drive towards Paris and inflicted such losses upon the enemy that 
any resumption of the drive in the near future seerns impracticable. 
Germany is now practically thrown back to the position she occupied after 
the repnlse at the Marne iu 1914. But her retreat will be much more 
costly, and in all probability the first of a series that will prove decisive. 
The capture of the great German base Bere-en-Tardenois by the allies after 
a desperate battle shows the allied mastery. 


This is a glorious change in the situation and it has been made pos- 


sible by the entrance of American troops, their splendid fighting and their 
fearless spirit, as displayed in every action in which they have par- 
ticipated. 


The allied cause was at a Low ebb when the Americans took their 


place side by side with the troops of the other allies, and now, although 
not more than one-fourth of our troops already in France bave been 
called to the battle front, yet as a result of their aid General Foch has 
been enabled to avert impending disaster and to inflict upon the enemy 
one "of the worst defeats suffered during the "entire four years of the war. 


All this proves that the generalissimo wanted only the necessary num- 


bers to stop the Germans. The tide has been turned through the aid of 
the American forces, and we may now expect that one allied victory will 
follow another until Germany becomes convinced that her dreams of 
world dominion are impossible of realization.

? or maimed by accidents or of contract- 
? ing habits that will eventually lead 
I them into police court.

Already, it appears, as a result of 


. maternal neglect, there is a great in 
; crease in juvenile delinquency, which 
. Is a matter that should receive atten- 


tion with a view to applying; the 
remedy. 


' 
As a result of the war there is an 


; alarming increase in juvenile crimes in 
: the European countries involved. This 


• is doubtless due to the fact that the 
, parents are drawn from home and the 


I children in many cases are left to shift 


for themselves. 


Their crimes consist principally of 


theft, prompted, no doubt, by want. 
There is no excuse of this kind in our 
American 
cities. The chief trouble 


here comes from the difficulty of meet- 
ing the high cost of living. Most of 
the mothers who work feel that they 


i have to in order to support their fami- 


lies. That may be the case; but it 
should be absolutely forbidden for any 
mother to leave her baby, if less than 
a year old, for the entire day. 


In England, where it became neces- 


sary to have such mothers work, ar- 
rangements were made by which they 
could see their little ones several times 
a day in a sort of day nursery con- 
ducted in connection with the factory. 
It is time some practical steps were 
taken to solve this problem, which in- 
volves not only the lives of thousands 
of infants, but the contracting of crim- 
inal habits by older children.

The air post service between New 


York and Washington and New York 
and Philadelphia is a success.

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TURKEY BREAKS 


Cuts LOOM From German Al- 


liance as Result of Row 


Over Spoils of War 


Clash on Disposition of Con- 


quered Rumanian Territory 
and Russian Black Sea Fleet 


LONDON, July 30.—"The relations 


between Germany and Turkey have 
been severed, according to direct infor- 
mation from Constantinople." 


This announcement is made by the 


Copenhagen correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co. 


The excitement against Germany, the 


advices further-say.'has been growing, 
particularly after last week's events. 
The Germans recently demanded the 
cruiser Hamidieh, the only large ship 
in possession of Turkey, as compensa- 
tion for the Breslau. the former Ger- 
man cruiser, which_wa6 destroyed in 
the Dardanelles while under the Turk- 
ish nag. Despite Turkey's protest, the 
Hamidieh lyis departed for Sebastopol 
with the German flag flying. 


If. as reported, there has been a 


break in' the relations between Ger- 
many and Turkey, disputes over the 
•distribution of the spoils of war doubt- 
less form the basis of it. For a long 
time there have been rumors that Tur- 
key was opposed to the share of Ru- 
mania that Bulgaria was to receive and 
that Turkey also was looking with Jeal- 
ous eyes toward the Black sea littoral, 
the Caucasus and the Balkans. 
Announcement was made in 
the 


reichstag in June that differences had 
arisen between Bulgaria and Turkey 
over the division of lands taken from 
Rumania under the peace agreement 
with the central powers. The 
an- 


nouncement was made by Dr. von 
Kuhlmann. the German foreign secre- 
tary, who said that the provisional ar- 
rangement which it was desired should 
continue as short a time as possible, 
must find its rational solution in the 
union of northern Dobrudja with Bul- 
garia in accordance with the desires 
of the Bulgarian people. 
The foreign secretary added that the 


question was a difference of opinion 
between two of Germany's allies to 
whom Germany was bound by exactly 
eciual tics, and that everything must be 
avoided which would cause the impres- 
sion to prevail abroad that Germany's 
policy favored the claims of one ally 
at the expense of the other. 
The Cologne Gazette early in June 


asserted that the differences between 
Turkey and Bulgaria involved a cer- 
tain danger that the "work of harmony 
achieved by the central powers at Bu- 
charest may suffer." The newspaper 
added that both Bulgaria and Turkey- 
were claiming Germany's full support 
in 
their respective interests. 
The 


Xorth German Allgemeine Zeitung. the 
semi-official German government organ, 
however, declared that the dispute over 
Dobrudja was one on which Turkey 
and Bulgaria would have to come to 
an agreement and that Germany could 
only express herself reservedly on the 
matter if Germany was not to assume 
heavy responsibilities for the future. 


A few days later the Berlin "Vossische 


Zeitung printed an article by its Con- 
stantinople 
correspondent declaring 


that the political censorship in Tur- 
key had been abolished in order to 
permit Turkish newspapers to attack 
Bulgaria. 
Announcement was made some time 


ago that Germany and Turkey were 
in a hot dispute over the disposition 
of Russia's Black sea fleet and Tur- 
key's ambitions in the Black se»i lit- 
toral and in the Caucasus recently were 
attacked by the pan-German Berlin 
newspaper kreuz Zeitung. 


TURKEY TO HANDLE THE SITUA- 


TION IN CAUCASUS ACCORD- 


ING TO HER OWN IDEAS 


AMSTERDAM, July 30.—Turkey is 


going to handle the situation in the 
Caucasus according to her own ideas. 
This is indicated in a telegram from 
Constantinople dated July 2S. which 
quotes an article in the newspaper 
Kasflar presenting the Turkish view- 
point. 
"We have nothing to say against 


the principles laid down in the Brest- 
J.itovsk treaty," said the article, "but 
when the Caucasus, newly organized, 
turned toward us and, master of its own 
destinies, refused to be bound by the 
treaty, what more natural for us than 
to take into consideration the necessi- 
ties of this new situation created on 
our important eastern front? Could we 
close our ears to the appeal of 
the 


government of a people largely of the 
same race and same creed 
as 
our- 


selves? 


"We are aware of the action, and its 
present progress, to place under Ger- 
man control Tifiis and Baku.

Demands Arrest of Former

AMSTERDAM, July 30.—A memor- 


andum 
demanding 
ruthless action 


against the men at the helm of the 
German government in 1914, as guilty 
criminate, has been issued by former 
Captain Von Beerfelde, says a Berlin 
telegram,, quoting the Cologne Volks 
Zeitung. The memorandum is entitled 
"A' Necessary Correction of the Ger- 
man White Book," and was sent to the 
members of the reichstag last week by 
the captain, who was prominent in 
connection with the Prince Lichnowski 
affair. The prince, who was German 
ambassador in London in 1914, declared 
that Germany was responsible for the 
war. 


The captain's memorandum says the 


German leaders at the beginning of the 
war. were guilty of appalling deceits 
and acted in the service of traitors. 
He demands the immediate arrest of 


former Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg. and declares that if the reichstag 
does not fulfill his demands the curse 
of this and all succeeding generations 
will fall upon it for cowardly neglect 
of duty. 


In the case of the reichstag's refusal. 


Captain von Beerfelde declares, he will 
immediately request passes for himself 
and family to Switzerland, because he 
will no Idhger share Germany's shame 
and dishonor. 


Entente Forces in Murmansk 


Region and Finnish and 
Hun Troops Near Battle 


LONDON, July 30.—A conflict be- 


tween entente forces in the Murmansk 
region and combined Finnish and Ger- 
man troops is imminent near Enares- 
jeen, according to passengers on the 
first steamer to arrive at Vardoe, Nor- 
way, 
from Archangel since the autumn 


of 1917. says a Christiania despatch to 
the Daily Express. 


The Germans are reported 
to be 


moving toward Petchenga, on the coast 
from Enasesjeen and are repairing a 
road built some years ago by the Rus- 
so-Finnish government. It is believed 
the entente forces are constructing a 
road from Petchenga to Saltijaervi to 
meet the foe half way.

casus influences entirely independent of 
the Bolshevik government have aris- 
en?" 


This attitude on the part of Turkey 


may account in part for the report 
received through Copenhagen that Tur- 
key and Germany had severed rela- 
tions. 
Early this month, it was reported 


through Washington, 
that 
Germany 
was becoming alarmed over the aggres- 
sive territorial tendencies of her allies, 
especially Turkey. Several weeks ear- 
lier it had been reported that Germany 
had ordered Turkey to stop her ad- 
vance in the eastern Caucasus. Almost 
simultaneously 
announcement came 


from Berlin that German troops had 
been landed at Potf. on the Black sea 
coast, an important point on the rail- 
road running through Tim's to Baku. 
On June IS Turkey signed a peace 
treaty with the Trans-Caucasian gov- 
ernment, but the terms have never been 
reported adequately. 


The Baku region, on the Caspian sea. 


is one of the world's most important 
oil fields. Possession of this territory 
might be a menace to British control 
in India.

Eharkey had no science, Choynsky 


was one of the cleverest heavyweights 
the ring had ever seen. Twice in the 
early rounds of the fight Choynsky 
hit Sharkey so 
hard 
that 
he 
fell 


through the ropes on the floor out- 


side. 
Twice 
Sharkey 
got 
to 
his 


feet 
and 
scrambled 
back 
into 


the ring. In the eighth round the sail- 
or battered Choynsky so terribly that 
his seconds threw a towel into 
tha 


.ring to save him from being knocked 
out. 


In 189S Sharkey gave Jim 
Jeffries 


the hardest fight he ever had. For 20 
rounds the two pugs battered them- 
selves around the ring; The Cjht was 
called a draw. 
During those years 


Sharkey took on all the great heavy- 
weights. Corbett, Fitzsimmons, Ruhlin, 
Kid McCoy and Peter-JIaher. 


Later Sharkey retired and 
bought 


him a saloon in Xew York. 
Little 


has been heard of him during-the last 
few years until he joined the Y.M.C.A.

additions to the allied naval strength." 
Sir Eric added, "because 
every ad- 
ditional ship means a more strenuous 
war against submarines. 
"Large numbers of ships &re being 
required nowadays for the work of es- 
corting incoming American troops. It 
a ship is on escort duty it cannot be 
hunting and fighting- submarines 
So 


the 
additional American forces wilt 
mean the release ot -A similar number 
of British for intensive offensive work 
against U-boats." 


In addition to Sir Eric Geddes and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the guests in- 
cluded the members of the naval com- 
mittee of the American house ot rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"I came over here with the object of 
learning. That is why i came ucroes 
the Atlantic in a destroyer. 1 shall 
spend most of my few weeks on- this 
side in 
actually seeing things being 
done. 


"Sir Eric Geddes and myself have 
already visited Queenstown and 
we 
have -found things working- there just 
as I had dreams 
they ought to be 


working—a keen unified 
energy of 
British and American forces aiming at 
a common end. It has been a 
great 
pleasure to meet Sir Eric, to travel 
'With 
him on an American destroyer 


and to find him a 'he man,' talking iu 
our. own language. 


"The United States owes much to the 
untiring work of the Britiab, navy for 


Iff a fact that about «0 per cent of 
the troopships, carrying Americans to 
Europe 
are British ships and have 


been escorted by British men-of-war. 


"The United Slates has, I believe, at 


last struck its strides in naval con- 
struction 
and we shall deliver, ships 


very rapidly henceforth."

Just then the Ger- 
mans resumed their fire in full force 
Immediately Huff and his men dug in 
and held on where they were unti 
daylight.

opportune moment, Hunt's men dashed 
to the river, jumped in with a splash 
and waded across, cheering as they 
went. 
Corporal Chris Berthelsen, of Sioux 


City, was among the men of the first 
wave to cross the river. They imme- 
diately went after' the 'ma'chine guns 
on a hill on the north bank of the 
Ourcq. The fire which they opened on 
the enemy nest at this j>oint was so 
intense that the Germans raised a 
white flag. Anticipating a nice bag of 
prisoners,,, the Americans rushed up 
only to be fired upon again by the 
enemy with machine guns. Then the 
Americans let loose the full weight of 
their fire against the Germans, who 
again raised the white flag. Twelve 
Germans were killed and nine captured 
in this little operation.

N'o specific amount of the 
loan was announced, hut it is under- 
stood that J50.00tl.000 will be. advanced. 


Rankers will submit for approval the 


nair.es ot the banks composing the 
group to make the loan and also th 
terms and conditions of any loan. The 
department gives assurance that if the 
t€-rms and conditions nre accepted by 
the United States and China, "in order 
10 encourage and 
facilitate the 
free 


.ntercourse between .American citizens 
and foreign states which is mutually 
advantageous, the government will be 
willing to aid in every way possible 
and to make prompt and vigorous rep- 
•esentations and to take every possible 
step to insure the execution of equita- 
>le contracts made in good faith by 
citizens in foreign lands." 
The department also announces that 


it Is hoped that the American bankers 
will be associated 
with bankers of. 


Great Britain, Japan and France, and 
negotiations looking to such co-opera- 
tion now are in progress between the 
United States and those governments. 


Acting Secretary Polk in a formal 


announcement, said: 


"China declared war against Ger- 


many very largely because of the ac- 
tion of the United States. 
Therefore 


this government has felt a special in- 
terest in the desire of China so to 
equip herself as to be of more specific 
assistance in the war against the 
central powers. 
"Recently this government felt that, 


because of the approach to Chinese 
territory of scenes of disorder, a spe- 
cial effort should be made to place 
proper means at the disposal of China. 
Consequently a number of American 
bankers who had been Interested in 
the past in making loans to China, 
wore called to Washington and asked 
to become interested in the .matter.

Proposition to Build Homes 


Here for 82 Families at a 


Standstill 


Next Move Must Come From 


Offices of the Housing Bu- 
reau at Washington 


If the S2 Lowell families who may be 


anticipating holding: a house warming: 
before Christmas in one of the houses 
the federal housing: bureau's represen- 
tatives promised the city governmen 
were soon to be built on the-tract o 
land In Belvidere; bounded by Rogers 
Perry and 
Alton 
streets and High 


there must be a very "lively movemen 
street 
extension and Park avenue 


on the part of sundry lawyers, archi- 
tects, government officials :at Washing- 
ton and most important of all, the 
hundreds of Lowell mechanic neces- 
sary to speedily build this small vil- 
lage'of 82 houses. 


Lowell contractors say. Uncle Sam 
need go no farther than this city to 
. procure skilled-mechanics to build his 
houses and that the name of Uncle 
Sam should speedily hasten shipments 
of lumber and otheTTTfaterialB-to this 
city, necessary to build the houses. A 
number of weeks ago a group of Low- 
ell contractors, representing all their 
guildl went to Washington to urge the 
employment 
of Lowell 
men in 
the 
building 
of 
governmental subsidized 
buildings here. The housing bureau ol 
the U. S. department of labor gave this 
committee a hearing in Washington 
"On its return to Lowell this commit- 
tee reported that the housing author^ 
ities at "Washington at that time were 
evidently not certain of their ground 
and their plans were but slightly ad- 
vanced. 
With the visit of Washington men 
to Lowell last Friday, however, things 
appear in a different aspect. 
A mem- 


ber of the contractor's delegation which 
visited Washington 
was seen today 


and was asked if sufficient mechanics 
were available here to build these 
houses and having, his> attention called 
to the number of mechanics engaged 
In shipbuilding, said: 
"Lowell cart do anything 'hat any 
other city can do. 
If 'contracts 


Bent here by the government and ac- 
cepted by Lowell contractors, they will 
be filled and houses built. The con- 
tractors will guarantee they can get 
mechanics enough of all kinds to put 
this work through and they may break 
some records at that." 
At 
the present time 
the 
housing 


bureau has a legal representative here, 
who 
received his 
appointment 
by 
telephone from the Washington offices 
of 
the .housing ^ bureau, last week. 
Pending his receiving his credentials 
and officially 
inscribed 
appointment. 
this attorney declines to allow use of 
Tiis name In print. The U. S. govern- 
ment spending at least a million and 
probably 
more 
money, in this 
city 
building 
houses, 
will 
require 
that 


this attorney thoroughly examine and 
certify title to all land purchased by. 
the government on which to 
build 
these houses. It is to be a task of 
considerable magnitude. 
The U. S. government at the present 
time also has appointed a Lowell man 
its local architect. This man states 
he 
is not 
preparing plans 
for the 
-houses announced last week. It is not 
improbable that 
the housing bureau 
might send plans here to be turned 
over to this architect and he would 


LowoM contr*ctor« who were willi 
to 
work 
for the government. The 
government usually 
aek^ the con 
tractors to do the work at cost pins 
an agreed percentage 'of prolit, The 
supervising architect hero in Lowell 
is at present preparing: plans for gov- 
ernment nouses which 'ho will submit 
to the housing bureau at Washington. 
If they are accepted, he does not know 
In what place they will be built,

The first step in rthe 
erection 
qf 


houses for the government of course 
would ba the securing of an appraisal 
of the land on which the government 
wishes to build. Different government 
experts and realtors employed by the 
government have^visited Lowell, aft- 
erward turning in a list of plots on 
which they believed it advisable 
to 
build'houses. At the present time no 
less than 5, different committees made 
up of Lowell men, have been given 
lists and asked to appraise parcels of 
land on the lists. 
The housing bureau 
will have five 
sets of appraisals. It is possible 
it 
thus-intends to strike an average from 
the five sets of figures. Having 'ar- 
rived at a figure it considers equitable, 
the housing bureau may submit it to 
the land owner. 
If the land owner ac- 
cepts, the Lowell legal representative 
of 
the 
bureau at once starts title 
probe. The owner failing to accept 
the government's offer, this same legal 
representative must start the process 
of acquiring the land according to the 
powers with which congress endowed 
the U. S. department of labor in 
this 
matter, the owner too having the right 
to defend his claims in the courts just 
as , if he were at issue with a citizen 
buyer. 
As regards the plot in Belvidere on 
which the houses will bo 
built, 
the 
Lowell 
legal 
representative of 
the 
iiousing bureau says he has not 
yet 
been ordered to act. He may receive 
orders to start searching the title to 
the 65 lots, owned by three persons, at 
any time now. This would indicate 
immediate activity and the breaking 
of ground for the houses to take place 
very

Bible by the entrance of American troops, their splendid fighting and their 
fearless spirit, as displayed in every action in which they have par 


ticipated. 


The allied cause was at a low ebb when the Americans took their 


place side by side with the troops of the other allies, and now, although 
not more than one-fourth of our .troops already in France have been 
called to the battle front, yet as a result of their aid General Foch has 
been enabled to avert impending disaster and to inflict upon the enemy 
one of the worst defeats suffered during the entire four years of the war. 


All this proves that the generalissimo wanted only the necessary num- 


bers to stop the Germans. The tide has been turned through the aid of 
the American forces, and we may now expect that one allied victory 
follow another until Germany becomes convinced that her dreams of 
world dominion are impossible of realization. 


On the Italian front, and in the Balkans also, operations are in prog- 


ress by which Austria may be invaded, Serbia relieved, and the Berlin- 
Bagdad railroad severed so that the middle Europe plan of conquest will 


be blasted forever. 


Another year should bring the allies into German}', but it will be a 


year of hard work for the troops and harder work 'than this generation in 
the United States has yet experienced. But the cause justifies the sacri- 
fice. We are in the struggle now and must do' our utmost to finish it as 
soon as possible.

The state department of 
Mothers' 


Aid has come to the conclusion so often 
stated by The Sun, viz that much of 
the infant mortality in industrial com- 
munities results from the fact that the 
mothers of young children seek em- 
ployment in the factories to the neglect 
of their infants. This is now the be- 
lief of Mrs. Elizabeth E. Maloney of the 
Mothers' Aid department.

Xot only 
are the very young children neglected, 
but those older are allowed to roam 
the streets at the risk of being killed 
or maimed by accidents or of contract- 
ing habits that will eventually lead 
them into police court. 


Already, it appears, as a result of 


maternal neglect, there is a great in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency, which 
is a matter that should receive atten- 
tion with a view to applying the 
remedy. 


As a result of the war there is an 


alarming increase in juvenile crimes in 
the European countries involved. This 
is doubtless due to the fact that the

TURKEY BREAKS 


Cuts Loose From German Al- 


liance as Result of Row 


Over Spoils of War 


Clash on Disposition of Con- 


quered Rumanian Territory 


and Russian Black Sea Fleel 


LONDON, July 30.—"The relation! 


between Germany and Turkey have 
been severed, according ,to direct infor- 
mation from Constantinople." 


This announcement is made by the 


Copenhagen correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co. 


The excitement against Germany, the 


advices further say, has been growing, 
particularly after last week's events. 
The Germans recently demanded the 
cruiser Hamidieh, tho only large ship 
in possession of Turkey, as compensa- 
tion for the Breslau. the'former Ger- 
man cruiser, which was destroyed in 
the Dardanelles while under the Turk- 
ish nag. Despite Turkey's protest, the 
Hamidieh has departed for Sebastopol 
with the German flag flying. 


If. as reported, there has been 
break in the relations between Ger- 
many and Turkey, disputes over the 
distribution of the spoils of war doubt- 
less form (he basis of it. For a long 
time there have been rumors that Tur- 
key was opposed to the share of Ru- 
mania that Bulgaria was to receive and 
that Turkey also was looking with jeal- 
ous eyes toward the Black sea littoral, 
the Caucasus and the Balkans. 


Announcement was made in the 
reichstag in June that differences had 
arisen between Bulgaria and Turkey 
over the division of la'nds taken from 
Rumania under the peace agreement 
with the central powers. .The 
an- 


nouncement was made by Dr. von 
Kuhlmann. the German foreign secre- 
tary, who said that the provisional ar- 
rangement which it was desired should 
continue as short a time as possible, 
must find its rational solution in the 
union of northern Dobrudja with Bul- 
garia in accordance with the desires 
of the Bulgarian people. 
The foreign secretary added that the 


question was a difference of opinion 
between two of Germany's allies to 
whom Germany was bound by exactly 
equal ties, and that everything must be 
avoided which would cause tho impres- 
sion to prevail abroad that Germany's 
policy favored the claims of one ally 
at the expense of the other. 
Tho Cologne Gazette early in June 
asserted that the differences between 
Turkey and Bulgaria involved a cer- 
tain danger that the "work of harmony 
achieved by the central powers at Bu- 


• charest may suffer." 
The 
newspaper 


added that both Bulgaria and Turkey 
were claiming Germany's full support 
in their respective interests. 
The 
North German Allgemeine Zeitung, the 
germ-official German government organ, 
however, declared that the dispute over 
Dobrudja was one on which Turkey 
and Bulgaria would have to come to 
an agreement and that Germany could 
only express herself reservedly on the 
matter if Germany was not to assume 
heavy responsibilities for the future.

German Captain Calls Hun 


Leaders at Beginning of 


War Guilty Criminals 


Demands Arrest of Former 


Chancellor 
Holhveg 
and 


Action Against Others 


AMSTERDAM. July 30.—A memor- 


andum 
demanding 
ruthless action 


against the men at the helm of the 
German government in 1914, as guilty 
criminals, has been issued by former 
Captain Von Beerfelde, says a Berlin 
telegram, quoting the Cologne Yolks 
Zeitung. The memorandum is entitled 
'A Necessary Correction of the Ger- 
man White Book," and was sent tb the 
members of the reichstag last week by 
the captain, who was prominent in 
connection with the Prince Lichnowski 
affair. The prince, who was German 
embassador in London in 1914, declared 
that Germany was responsible for the 
war. 


The captain's memorandum says the 
lerman leaders at the beginning of the 
war. were guilty of appalling deceits 
and acted in the service of traitors. 
He demands the immediate'arrest of 


former Chancellor von Bethmajin-Holl- 
weg. and declares that if the reichstag 
does not fulfill his demands the curse 
of this and all succeeding generations 
will fall upon it for cowardly neglect 
of duty. 


In the case of the reic'hstag's refusal, 


Captain von Beerfelde declares, he will 
mmediately request passes for himself 
and family to Switzerland, because he 
no longer share Germany's shame 
and dishonor.

TURKEY TO HANDLE THE SITUA- 


TION IN CAUCASUS ACCORD- 


ING TO HER OWN IDEAS 


AMSTERDAM, July 30.—Turkey is 
going to handle the situation in the 
Caucasus according to her own ideas. 
This is indicated in a telegram from 
Constantinople dated July 2S. which 
quotes an article in the newspaper 
Kasfiar presenting the Turkish view- 
point. 


"We have nothing to say against 


the principles laid down in the Brest- 
Litovsk treaty," said the article, "but 
when the Caucasus, newly organized, 
turned toward us and, master of its own 
destinies, refused to be bound by the 
treaty, what more natural for us than 
to take into consideration the necessi- 
ties of this new situation created on 
our important eastern front? 
Could we 


close our ears to the appeal of the 
government of a people largely of the 
same race "and same creed as our- 
selves? 


"We are aware of the action, and its 
present progress, to place under Ger- 
man control Tiflis and Baku. That is 


a logical consequence of the application 
of the Brest-Litovsk treaty. 
How 


could tliis treaty be taken into consid- 
eration in the affairs of the Caucasus 
seeing that the Bolshevik government 
has not even been able to return to 
us. in accordance with the treaty, our 
eastern frontier, and that in the Cau- 
casus influences entirely independent of 
the Bolshevik government have aris- 


This attitude on the part of Turkey 


may account in part for the report 
received through Copenhagen that Tur- 
key and Germany had severed rela- 
tions. 
' 


Early this month, it was reported 


through Washington, 
that 
Germany 
was becoming alarmed over the aggres- 
sive territorial tendencies of her allies, 
especially Turkey. Several weeks ear- 
lier it had been reported that Germany 
had ordered Turkey to stop her ad- 
vance in the eastern Caucasus. Almost 
simultaneously 
announcement came 


from Berlin that German troops had 
been landed at Poti, on the Black sea 
coast, an important point on the rail- 
road running through Tiflis to Baku. 
On June 13 Turkey signed a 
peace 
treaty with the Trans-Cauca-sian gov- 
ernment, but the terms have never been 
reported adequately. 
The Baku region, on the Caspian sea. 
one of the world's most important 


oil fields. Possession of this territory 
might be a menace to British control 
n India.

"There are more than 250 American 


warships now based on this side," Sir 
Eric said, "and Mr. Roosevelt (Ameri- 
can assistant secretary of the navy) 
tas assured us this number will in- 
crease faster in the future than in the 
past." 


"We are glad to welcome all these 


additions to the allied naval strength," 
Sir Eric added, "because 
every 
ad- 


ditional ship means a more strenuous 
war against submarines. 
"Large numbers of ships are being 


required nowadays for the work of es- 
corting incoming American troops. If 
a ship is on escort duty it cannot be 
hunting' and fighting submarines. 
So 


the 
additional American forces 
will 
mean the release of a similar number 
of British for intensive offensive work 
against U-boats." 
In addition to Sir Eric Geddes 
and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the guests in.- 
cluded the members of the naval com- 
mittee of the American house of rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"I came over here with the object of 


learning. That is wny 1 came across 
the Atlantic in a destroyer. 1 shall 
spend most of my few weeks on this 
side in 
actually seeing tilings being 


done. 
"Sir Eric Geddes and myself have 
already visited Queenstown and 
we 
have found things working there just 
as I had dreams they ought to Be 
•working—a 
keen unin'ed 
energy of 
British and American forces aiming at 
a common end. It has been a great 
pleasure to meet Sir Eric, to travel

him on an American destroyer 


and to find him a 'he man,' talking in

New Planes Will Carry 100 


Men and Beat Battleships, 
Says Caproni 


Surprise in Store for Germans 


—Praises Liberty Motor— 
Look to U. S. for Machines 


PARIS, July 30.—Airplanes carrying 


a hundred men and equipped with en- 
gines equal in power to those in a 
medium-sized steamship will be devel- 
oped within three years," said Gianni 
Caproni, inventor of the Caproni bomb- 
ing planes, in an interview yesterday. 


"The bombing planes now in use," 


Signer Caproni continued, 
"will 
be 


mere dwarfs compared with those to 
be developed. 
There is a surprise in 


store for the Germans. Instead of the 
40 and 50 machines necessary to start 
on a bombing expedition it will be 
possible to do the same work with a 
new machine as powerful as the whole 
squadron. 


"The new machines will be much 


more efficacious and will prove a great 
aving in operation. A trip across the 
Atlantic could be accomplished with 
he present-day machines during July. 
August and September, and probably 
October. The weather situation would 


unfavorable during the other months 
the year. Heavy fogs make aerial 


navigation 
impossible. Aviators are 


unable to guide themselves in a fog, 
and it makes everything black. A trip 
across the ocean at this time would 
lave to be made by way of New York, 
he Azores and Portugal. 


"The development of an aerial code 


iimilar to the maritime code will be 
necessary before there can be general 
aerial navigation. There must be tn- 
ernational signals like those a». sea. 
aerial laws inrl a wholO'Volume of reg- 
ulations for aerial transportation. 


"The quick development of 
larger 


machines is inevitable. 
A.t the begin- 


ning of the war the largest bombing 
machine was of 100 horsepower. Now 
the largest bomber is of 1000 horse- 
power. 


"The Liberty motor will do. We 


want them no™ 'n larger quantities. I 
lave seen them work and thev are sat- 
sfactory for bombing machines. Finer 
engines made with much intricate and 
specialized parts. l'k«5 a watch, cannot 
36 made in quantities, but the Liberty 
motor can. which is a big advantage. 


"War ot the future lies in the air. 


for when the big commercial planes are 
developed - they can easily be turned 
nto fighting machines with powerful 
offensive qualities. .England was able 
to defend herself with a large navy 
but it will be necessary in the future 
for nations -to have large aerial forces. 


"Battleships will be no match for 


the new aerial machines which will 
revolutionize warfare both on land and 
sea. 
The activities of the fighting 


forces will be transferred to the air. 
Armies and navies will be unable to 
battle with the immense bombing ma- 
chines of the future. 
"The world will look to America for 
.reat developments in aviation because 
she has unlimited resources, while Eu- 
ropean countries are impoverished by 
ong years of despoliation and destruc- 
:ion. America will manufacture large 
commercial machines. 
They will be 


speedy and able to carry a hundred 
tons instead of a thousand pounds as 
now." 
Signer Caproni is in Paris on govern- 


ment business. He expects to visit 
America, probably after the war. 
His 


whole time is now devoted to war pur- 
poses. He is now developing commer- 
cial machines.

REVISE WAR AIMS 


French Socialists 
Demand 


Government to Set' Terms 
on Basis Defined by Wilson 


To Force Government to 


Issue Passports for Social^ 
ists to Go to Berne 


-PARIS, July SO.—A resolution 
de- 


mandlng that the French government 
revise its war alms, denounce imper- 
ialistic tendencies and set forth clearly 
Its peace terms on a basis defined by 
President Wilson, has been adopted by 
the French socialist party. It was pre- 
sented before the national council of 
the party by a minority section headed 
by Jean Loncjuet, socialist member of 
the chamber of deputies. 


The resolution demands, further, that 


the 
preliminary 
negotiations ' for a 


league of nations be commenced at once 
in accordance with the terms and the 
spirit indicated by President Wilson. 
It alsofulheres unreservedly to the re- 
union of the 
International 
Socialist 


congress and declares the party ready 
to accept the 
invitation of Canlllle 


Huysmans, secretary of the internation- 
al socialists and Belgian socialist lead- 
er: Hjalmur Branting. the Swedish so- 
cialist, and Pieter J. 
Troelstra,

Dutch "socialist leader, for a meeting 
of socialists at Berne. 


, In conjunction with other allied so- 


cialist bodies, the resolution declares, 
every means, even to a refusal to vote 
war appropriations, should be taken 
to force the governments to issue the 
necessary passports for socialist dele- 
gates who wish to attend this confer- 
ence.
